The details of the manufacture of 
cigarettes are kep t, to a greater or less 
degree, a secret by manufacturers, 
each of whom has his own jiecnhar 
combinations of tobaccos. 
None of 
the brands on the market are comp osed 
of one kind only. 
The receip t is not 
divulged out side of the 
firm. 
Bat 
i this is not all. 
The original mixture 
is merely a basis for artificial flavor­ 
ing 
To begin witb, various essenti­ 
al oils are added. 
The list of these includes rose, rose 
geranium, vanilla bean, Tonka bean, 
and licorice root- 
These ingredients 
are added after the tobacco has been 
choop ed into shreds in readiness to be 
rolled into cigarettes. Finally the p ar­ 
ticular drug chosen, in the shap e of 
liquid solution, is sp rayed on the 
material with an atomizer, while the 
tobacco is stirred and mixed. The 
quamty emp loyed is carefully judged 
so many drop s being allowed to each 
cigarette. 
For obvious reasons I can­ 
not mention all the drugs that are 
used in the manufacture of cigarettes, 
but there is no doubt that op ium, val­ 
erian, and cannabis indica are utilized 
to the largest extent. 
Each manu­ 
facturer may be said to create a sp ec­ 
ial drug habit among thQs» e w ho use 
his brand, so that they are not satisr 
tied with any other*- I roy Times.

Washington, sp ecial, Oct. 19.—In 
these disp atches a day or two ago ref­ 
erence was made to a decision of Sec­ 
retary Smith, of the interior dep art­ 
ment, in which he denied the ap p lica­ 
tion of G G Hartley of Duluth for a 
reviw of a certain dep artmental decis­ 
ion. The case is an interesting one 
and the language of the secretary in 
recording his fiudings is of more or 
less interest as well. 
The history of 
the case shows that Herbert Smeid 
filed a p re emp tion entry on lot 6 sec­ 
tion la, and lots 1, 4 and 5, section 22, 
town 57, range 24, St. Cloud series, 
now Duluth land district, Dec. 9,1882. 
On May 24 1884, W. Eaton, a sp ecial 
agent of the dep artment, rep orted 
that Semid had never comp lied with 
the law as to a residence, cult vat ion 
or imp rovements, had conveyed the 
land to D. M- and Gilbert Clough. 
Accordingly it was held for cancella­ 
tion. 
Clough Bros, ap p lied to the 
dep artment 
on May 
1G, 
188G, 
for a reinstatement, and while the 
testimony offered was of a character 
to excite susp icion against the suffici­ 
ency of the p re-emntor’s residence and 
imp rovements, 
the benefit of the 
doubt was given and a rehearing 
granted. 
However, in 1889, the de­ 
p artment finally canceled the entry. 
Eleven months later, July 10,1889, D. 
M. Clough and wife, and D. M. 
Clough, as administrator of the estate 
of Gilbert Clough, quitclaimed a sev- 
cn-twefths inierst in the land to Hart­ 
ley. who then ap p lied for qnotfier re­ 
hearing, alleging that the decision 
were unfair in law and equity, that the

You are therefore advised that 
it is unlawful to kill the young of deer 
during the first year of its existence.”

The Crookston Times, a staunch 
democratic paper, has the following 
to say of the examiners of the Chippe­ 
wa pine lands: 
But three or four of the eighteen 
examiners are competent: that a large 
number of them are drunken, worth­ 
less fellows who have spent most of 
the four months since their appoint­ 
ment loafing about Crookston and 
other towns, “ driuking, carousing and 
making themselves comuiruori nuisan­ 
ces.” 
“ Only a day or two ago the 
spectacle of one of these men roiling 
about the streets shouting that he 
‘was a rebel from the crown of his 
head to the soles of his feet, and 
would always continue so,’ was wit­ 
nessed by our citizens.” One of them 
wound up a week’s debauch in a tit of 
delirum tremens in the lock-up;others 
borrowed money and did not repay it; 
gave checks ou bftnics were they had no 
funds, and otherwise played the role 
of dead beats. 
The force is without 
discipline. 
Sometimes half the men 
are away for weeks. 
Tbe chief ex­ 
aminer allows them to do as they 
please. 
“ Each man is allowed to 
come and go as he pleases, and do 
just as ha likes” 
The chief examin­ 
er sjiends bis tim e-H al king politics 
and having a good time” at Thief 
River Falls, having one of the men as 
a clerk, and sometimes half a dozen 
of the men are there helping the 
chief do nothing. 
The quantity of 
work done must be small, while the 
quality of it may be inferred from the 
fact that it requires years of exj>en- 
ence to qualify men for it, while this 
lot of exam¡uers, except as stated, is 
made up of saloon keepers, “ a pho­ 
tographer, a horse doctor, a miner, 
a newspaper man, a market gardener, 
and a surveyor.” 
These men are 
paid $ 6 a day for their work. 
They 
are engaged in estimating the quan­ 
tity of piue on tbe reservation so that 
the laud officers, when it is sold, may 
have some means of knowing if the 
offers are near the real value of the 
pine. 
The proceeds, after paying all 
these expenses, form a fund for the 
use of the Chippewas. 
Tbe examin­ 
ers are paid out of this fund.

The Pennsylvania railroad has no 
tices placed in prominent positions 
in all the stations within a radius of 
25 miles of Philadelphia, requesting 
passengers to board and alight from 
all trains as expeditiously as possi 
ble. The reason for this, it is said, 
is that it ia very hard under existing 
circumstances to maintain the sched 
ules to the exact minute. 
Such a notice is a good thing if 
people can be made to heed it 
But 
it is only a text after all. 
The real 
preaching and driving must be don© 
by the conductors and brakemen, 
and the main work of the superin 
tendent will be to keep them up to 
the mark. 
On the Manhattan Ele­ 
vated the injunction of the trainmen 
to “ step lively” has become a by 
word, and they doubtless find the 
duty of reiterating it thousands of 
times very irksome, but it is only by 
this constant spurring at all points 
that a great passenger movement 
can be accomplished with punctual 
ity. 
General Manager Ham once told 
his men (in a circular issued for a 
“ rush” day) that the country people 
who would then visit New York 
would not be used to “ tbe energetic 
w’ays prevalent here,** and It Is a 
fact that the thouaamls of habitual 
travelers on 
the 
elevated 
have 
learned to move promptly without 
being driven and (moat of them' with 
out overriding their neighbors' rights 
and convenience. 
The same tiling is true, but to a 
less d» *gree on the lines of heavy sub 
urban travel, but the br&kcman on 
the ordinary nulruad baa a harder 
task, because his passengers do not 
have the practice of those who ride 
every day. but even he must remem 
ber that a half minute wasted at 
each one of 10 stations means five 
minutes lost. 
The methods of driving passengers 
successfully cannot be laid down on 
paper very well 
They must be deli 
cate, for folks hate to be 
by 
trainmen, but they icu t bo constant 
and persistent unul t*-oplo do not 
need to b® ‘‘bossed” . 
W ben we speak 
of “ driving,” o f fours© w© mean 
driving by the inductive method, so 
to speak, and one of the best things 
a brakeman can do to induce passen 
gers to promptly prepare to diaeu, 
bark without oocuUou ts to announce 
yUv station distinctly twice and al 
ways a minute or more before the 
train stops. 
We judge that there are still some 
2,000 division superintendents who 
do not keep their men up to a proper 
standard in this simple matter of dis­ 
tinct enunciation. 
Surely they must 
have learned by this time that this 
widespread annoyance is not abol­ 
ished simply by being 6hown up in 
the funny columns of the newsjia 
pers. 
But, after all. the most effectual 
element in getting suburban trains 
over the road promptly on a hard 
time table is a good conductor.

needs no posted notices to passen 
gers nor any professor of elocution 
for his brakemen. 
His quick eye 
and brisk movements and pervading 
energy soon impel every cn^

The state law for the protection of 
game prohibits the killing of ‘‘any 
fawn at any time,” but fails to define 
what a fawn *s. Hon, Fred von 
Baumbacb, stale game and fish com­ 
missioner, wrote Attorney General 
Childs recently.asking him to construe 


tne word fawn, says the Globe. The 
attorney general yesterday forwarded 
to Mr. von Baumbach the following 
reply. 
"We may safely adopt as the defini­ 
tion of a fawn that given in the Cen­ 
tury Dictionary, viz: ‘A young deer; 
a buck or doo of the first year.’ A 
year covers the period when it’s spots 
are worn and during which it is com­ 
monly regarded by sportsmen as a 
fawn. Besides, it begins the procre­ 
ation of its species during the second 
year, You are therefore advised that 
it is unlawful to kill the young of deer 
during the first year of its existence.”

This bell was fitted with a miniature 
hammer of the same metal, and, .al­ 
though it appeared to have no connec­ 
tion with the clock, regularly struck the 
hours, and could In* made to repeat by 
touching a diamond button on the 
lady’s bodice. In the chariot at the 
ivory lady's feet there was a golden 
figure of a dog, and above and in front 
were two birds, apparently flying be­ 
fore* the chariot.

tbe word fawn, says the Globe.

to Mr. von Baumbacb the following 
reply. 
‘‘We may safely adopt as the defini­ 
tion of a fawn that given in the Cen­ 
tury Dictionary, viz: ‘A young deer; 
a buck or doo of the first year.’

year covers the period when it’s spots 
are worn and during which it is com­ 
monly regarded by sportsm en as a 
fawn. 
Besides, it begins the procre­ 
ation of its species during the second 
year. 
You are therefore advised that 
it is unlawful to kill the young of deer 
during the first year of its existence.”

The details of the m anufacture of 
cigarettes are kept, to a greater or less 
degree, a secret by m anufacturers, 
each of whom has his own peculiar 
combinations of tobaccos. 
None of 
tbe brands on the m arket are composed 
of one kind only. 
The receipt is not 
divulged out side of the firm. 
But 
; this is not all. 
The original m ixture 
is merely a basis for art ificial flavor­ 
ing 
To begin with, various essenti­ 
al oils are added. 
The list of these includes rose, rose 
geranium , vanilla bean, Tonka bean, 
and licorice root. 
These ingredients 
are added after the tobacco has been 
chooped into shreds in readiness to be 
rolled into cigarettes. Finally the p ar­ 
ticular drug choseu, in the shape of 
liquid solution, is sprayed on 
the 
m aterial with an atomizer, while the 
tobacco is stirred and mixed. 
The 
quanity employed is carefully judged 
so many drops being allowed to each 
cigarette. 
For obvious reasons I can­ 
not mention all the drugs that are 
used in t he m anufacture of cigarettes, 
but there ia no doubt that opium, val- 
eriau, and cannabis indica are utilized 
to the largest extent. 
Each m anu­ 
facturer may be said to create a spec­ 
ial drug habit among tUoqe \yho use 
his brand, so that they are not satis-; 
tied with any other.—Troy Ti(ges.

W ashington, special, Oct. 19.—In 
these dispatches a day or two ago ref­ 
erence was made to a decision of Sec­ 
retary Sm ith, of the interior depart­ 
ment, in which he denied the applica­ 
tion of G G. H artley of D uluth for a 
reviw of a certain departm ental decis­ 
ion. 
The case is an interesting one 
and the language of the secretary in 
recording his findings is of more or 
less interest as well. 
The history of 
the case shows that H erbert Smeid 
filed a pre-emption entry on lot G sec­ 
tion 15, and lots 1, I and 5, section 22, 
town 57, range 24, St. Cloud series, 
now D uluth land district, Dec. 9,1882. 
On May 24 1884, W. Eaton, a Bpecial 
agent of the departm ent, reported 
that Semid had never complied with 
the law as to a residence, cultvation 
or improvements, had conveyed the 
land to D. M. and G ilbert Clough. 
Accordingly it was held for cancella­ 
tion. 
Clough Bros, applied to the 
departm ent 
on 
May 
1G, 
1886, 
for a reinstatem ent, aud while the 
testimony offered was of a character 
to excite suspicion agaiast the suffici­ 
ency of the pre-em ntor’s residence and 
improvements, 
the benefit of the 
doubt was given aud a rehearing 
granted. 
However, in 1889, the de­ 
partm ent finally canceled the entry. 
Eleven months later, July 10,1889, D. 
M. Clough and wife, and D. M 
Clough, as adm inistrator of the estate 
of G ilbert Clough, quitclaim ed a sev- 
en-twefths ini erst in the land to H art­ 
ley. who then applied for qnotfier re­ 
hearing, alleging that the decision 
were unfair in law and equity, that the 


Those Chippewa Exam iners. 
rlh e Crookston Times, a staunch 
dem ocratic paper, has the following 
to say of the examiners of the Chippe­ 
wa pine lands: 
But three or four of the eighteen 
examiners are com petent: that a large 
num ber of them are drunken, worth­ 
less fellows who have spent most of 
the four months since their appoint­ 
ment loafing about Crookston and 
other towns, “drinking, carousing and 
m aking themselves commmon nuisan­ 
ces.” 
‘ Only a day or two ago the 
spectacle of one of these men roiling 
about the streets shouting that he 
‘was a rebel from the crown of his 
head to the soles of his feet, and 
would always continue so,’ was wit­ 
nessed by our citizeus.” 
One of them 
wound up a week’s debauch in a fit of 
delirum trem ens in the loc*k-up; others 
borrowedmouey and did not repay it; 
gave checks on banks were they had no 
funds, and otherwise played the role 
of dead beats. 
The force is without 
discipline. 
Sometimes half the men 
are away for weeks. 
The chief ex­ 
am iner allows them to do as they 
please. 
“Each man is allowed to 
come and go as he pleases, and do 
just as he likes” 
The chief examin­ 
er spends his time- ‘Talking politics 
and having a good time” at Thief 
River Falls, having one of the men as 
a clerk, and sometimes half a dozen 
of the men are there helping the 
chief do nothing. 
The quantity of 
work done must be small, while the 
quality of it may be inferred from the 
fact that it requires years of experi­ 
ence to qualify men for it, while this 
lot of examiners, except as staled, is 
made up of saloon keepers, “a pho­ 
tographer, a horse doctor, a miner, 
a newspaper man, a market gardener, 
and a surveyor.” 
These men are 
paid $6 a day for their work. 
They 
are engaged in estim ating the quan­ 
tity of piue on the reservation so that 
the laud officers, when it is sold, may 
have some means of knowing if the 
offers are near the real value of the 
pine. 
The proceeds, after paying all 
these expenses, form a fund for the 
use of the Chippewas, 
The examin­ 
ers are paid out of this fund.

If thev don’t, ho finds some excuse for 
them in his own mind and keeps right 
ou a t bis self-appointed task, L ast w in­ 
te r he hired a uall iu tho H ebrew dis­ 
tric t dow n tow n, hired a com petent 
teacher, and provided a num ber of 
Jew ish girls w ith free instruction. No 
proselyting w as attem pted.

In the four miles of its course from 
Conway C enter to the Deerfield river, 
South river falls several h in d re d feet, 
rushing dow n over rocks and ledges, 
am i then out over a sandy b**d, but 
alw ays confined betw een high hills, 
which in places beiom e alm ost inacces­ 
sible cliffs. 
This valuable w ater pow er 
has hitherto been lost to m anufactur­ 
ers. 
Some distance before the D eer­ 
field river is reached a ledge of rook 
rises sixty to one hundred feet alx>ve 
the bed of the stream , extends a t right 
angles from the north wall of the river 
gorge to w ithin ninety-five fo *t of the 
opposite wall, and form s alm ost a per­ 
fect dam .

zotal sh aft over <’>oo horse pow er can 
b<* (1»>\ eloped. T he electricity generated 
will be us***! chiefly to operate an elec­ 
tric railroad for freight and passengers 
betw een Conway C enter am i the steam 
railroad in the valley. The result would 
lx* to bring Conway into touch w ith 
the outer world and to m ake of it 
the railroad town for pastoral Ashfickl. 
A nother prospective use for the elec­ 
tricity is the transm ission of the cur­ 
rent to neighlxjrlng tow ns or cities for 
lighting purjwses. 
N ortham pton is only 
fifteen miles distant, and electricians 
say th a t a cu rren t could he sent to 
th at place sufficiently strong to light the 
whole city.
